The Conference met at nine o’clock, in the Court-house, and, 
after religious services, conducted by A. M. Foster, the Roll 
was called, and ninety-three members were present. 

F. A. Mood was re-elected Secretary, and 0. A- Darby, A. J. 
Stokes, and R. B. Alston Assistants. 

Half-past nine, a. m., and half-past one, p. M,, were fixed as 
the hours of meeting and adjournment. 

The usual committees for the session were appointed. 

Conference continued its session during Friday, Saturday, 
Monday, and Tuesday following; the sessions being daily 
opened with reading the Scriptures and the exercises of a 
prayer meeting. 

After answering the questions required by Discipline, and 
receiving reports from the Literary and Benevolent Institu- 
tions connected with the Conference, and the other business 
usual to Conference sessions had been transacted, the appoint- 
ments for the ensuing year were announced, and the Conference 
adjourned with prayer and benediction from the Bishop.

Rev. Addison P. Martin was born and brought up in Lau- 
rens district, S. C., and was converted and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church when about sixteen years old. He was 
licensed to preach in 1846, and in 1847 was admitted on trial 
in the South Carolina Conference and sent to * * * in 
1848 he travelled on * * * *j in 1849 * * * *. jn 
1850 * * * in 1851 Waccamaw Mission; in 1852 Wal- 
terboro’ Circuit ; in 1853 Darlington ; in 1854 Liberty Chapel 
Mission; in 1855 Jocasse Mission; in 1856 and 1857 he trav- 
elled on Laurens Circuit. In 1858 he was placed on the super- 
numary list, which relation he sustained till his death. About 
the first of last July he went to Richmond, to nurse and take 
care of his youngest brother, who had been wounded in one of 
the battles near that place. After an absence of a few weeks 
he returned home ill with camp fever, and died on the thir- 
teenth of August. Brother Martin was a very pious man, and 
a zealous and useful minister. During the last five years of 









his life he resided in the Laurens circuit, where he labored 
to the full extent of his ability for the advancement of the 
cause of Christ. On his death-bed he bore his illness with the 
greatest patience and fortitude, and his last words were expres- 
sive of his confidence in the religion of the Bible, and of his 
unshaken faith in Christ. His end was peace.

James Duncan, of the Virginia Con- 
ference, and Eev. Dr. Whitefoord Smith. The annual Eeport 
was read by Eev. H. M. Mood. 






ANNUAL REPOBT

December IS, 1862 . 

There is no feature of Christianity more striking than its 
aggressive feature, especially when viewed in contrast with the 
old dispensation from which it had just emerged. Judaismnvas 
essentially fixed in its character. Jerusalem was the Holy city, 
and in the temple was the only altar — worship by sacrifice 
could be performed nowhere else. It arose to the zenith of its 
glory during the reign of Solomon, who, seated upon an ivory 
throne and wielding a golden sceptre, had more extensive . 
dominion and a more splendid reign than any other Jewish 
monarch, and yet Judaism was circumscribed and exclusive as 
it had been. How great the contrast in this respect with 
Christianity I The commission of the seventy was only a prel- 
ude to the commission of the twelve, and the broad, aggressive 
command was : “ Go ye into all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every cre^iture.” * 

The providence of God has wrought wonderfully in sympathy 
with the Apostolic commission, and Christianity, wherever vig- 
orous, has claimed as its chief glory proselytes to the faith of 
Christ.’ The first persecution at Jerusalem only scattered the 
firebrands, which instead of extinguishing the fire only spread 
the conflagration, until in a few years disciples were numbered 
in the household of the CsBsars, .and witnesses for Christ in 
every part of the known world. The question naturally arises, 
if this be true, why has the world not been converted before 
this ? The answer is obvious. God chose the Church as the 
instrumentality for the world’s conversion and she pro\%d 
recreant to the trust. Self-aggrandizement, a voluptuous appro- 
priation of every excellence to herself, and a reckless disregard 
for the wants of the race demoralized and robbed her of her 
glory. 

Methodism was designed by its great founder to revive the 
great aggressive principle of Christianity which the Church 
had lost, and push the conquests of Christ’s kingdom into every 
land. This may be seen in the organization of the ministry 
into an itinerant scheme, lay pastors, cheap churches, the bum- 
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ing zeal and self-sacrifice of their ministry, the earnest labor of 
the laymen, and in the early and constant effort in domestic 
and foreign missionary fields. Asbury and Coke, the first two 
bishops of the Church, were personifications of this principle. 
Asbury with America for his home, represents Christianity in 
its domestic aggressions, and Coke travelling from continent to 
continent, and from island to island, in its foreign fields of 
labor. 

The Church can only hope to be healthy, vigorous, and useful 
as she is industrious in diffusing the benefits of the Cross. In- 
dolence and selfishness are blighting curses, which first corrupt, 
then paralyze, and then destroy. A burning zeal and a profuse 
benevolence are sure evidences of a faith which justifies, regen- 
erates, and saves. 

Never has a Church been blessed with a more inviting field, 
and one which has yielded larger returns than the one which, 
in the providence of God, the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, has been called chiefiy to occupy. In her very midst, 
and united to her by the strongest ties, is a community of per- 
sons which excites her Christian sympathy and invites her 
labor. She has entered the field and scattered the seed, and 
like Abraham in his first efforts in husbandry, has thrust in the 
sickle and reaped a hundred fold. The success has been beyond 
her most sanguine anticipations, and again and again she has 
been led to exclaim : “ The Lord has done great things for us, 
whereof we are glad.” Already have the results surpassed the 
returns of all foreign missionary fields of labor. Slavery, re- 
garded as a curse, is thus proved to be the means which Provi- 
dence has chosen for the salvation of a race so weakened in 
intellect and debased in moral character as to be incapable of 
Christianity in any other way. If the negro is ever elevated to 
a position of self-government it will not be by foreign mission- 
ary labor in his native African wilds, but by domestic mission- 
ary effort through the medium of Southern slavery. The negro, 
enslaved but Christianized, is the negro more intelligent, more 
happy, more useful, and more virtuous than either in his African 
home or in a state of freedom in America. Slavery has been 
appointed by the Great Head of the Church as the means to 
liberate him from the dominion of Satan and the curse of sin. 

' With a low type of intellect and a transmitted degradation 
from debased progenitors, freedom degrades and corrupts him, 
and slavery elevates and improves him. .He, needs in his abject, 
condition the superior intelligence and paternity of the white 
man. When free, the White man is his rival and enemy, with 
whom he has neither energy' nor sagacity to compete; in 
slavery, the white man is his friend and guardian. In freedom 
he is at, once the most helpless and unproductive of the race; 
and his tendency is to complete vagrancy ; in slavery his labojr= 
supplies the factories, of the world, and the white man is his 
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tower of strength. In freedom he is thrown upon his owti 
resources, wliich are inadequate to his support or happiness in 
slavery he is brought not to the door of the white man hut to 
his bo^m, and who i^ bound to him by the ties of interest, 
affection, and gratitude. Hence, wherever the experiment has 
been made the proofs are the same, viz : that Christianity suits 
the slave and the slave is the fit subject of Christianity. 

There is nothing in the development of the present war, 
afflictive as {t is, to dispirit the Church in her great missionary 
movement, even though her flocks aVe dispersed and the mis- 
sionary temporarily driven from his field of labor; but on the 
Other hand there is everything to excite and encourage her to 
renewed effort. It is a significant fact that there have been 
fewer serious difficulties between the negroes and their owners 
since the progress of the war than between the captured slaves 
and their Northern capturers, and in many instances there have 
been unusual demonstrations of patriotism and affection to 
owners ; proving that slavery, even in a state of war, is an 
ment of strength rather than of - weakness. In one section of 
our state embracing about 10,000 negroes and only about 80 
whites, K) whites have gone over to the enemy and oQly about 
50 negroes. In another instancet where the^ plantei'-^onscious 
of his inability to prevent the escape of his slaves, numbering 
about 200— gave them their choice either to go with him or to 
the enemy, they unanimously determined to go with him, 
stating that sOme of their number had been over to the camp 
of the enemy and heard their invitatioDS and promise, but pre- 
ferred slavery with a good master and a missionary to freedom 
without them. The tendency of the present war has been to 
develop the loyalty of the negro to his master, and to bind the 
missionary more closely both to the master and the slave, bo 
that in several instances the planters have declared that the 
labors and influence of the missionaries have saved their 
negroes. 

Let us then rally to the chief missionary enterprise ofi the 
Church. It is the sphere in which Providence has thrust its, 
andv we shall be recreant to God and the Church if we falter. 
Wo are bound to the negro by strong domestic ties. He forms 
a part of our home circle, and we have been raised as members 
of the same household* In infancy Wo have been nursed, and 
fed, and reared by him. He has shared with us the sports of 
childhood. He is our chief source of wealth. We therefore owe 
him a debt of gratitude, and are bound to bim by the commbn 
instincts of. our nature, and if We have received Lis tempaval 
things it is but just that be should share onr spiritual thin^ 

There are 82 missions within the bounds of the South Carolina 
Conference. 8 are to the whites and 24 to r the colored people, 
lb of these are in a disorganized state, in consequenoe of the 
invasion of our coast, l-hcre are 697 Whites in flill conaecfaen 
2 
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and 57 on probation -r- 6,637 colored in Jftill conncfctidu, and 599 
on probation-«-2,614 colored children n:nder religions instruction, 
l^hese missions have been supplied by faithful and zealous min- 
isters connected with the Conference, and have been during the 
past year graciously sustained and preserved. '

REPORT OP THE COMMITTEE ON EDUOATtON.

The Conmiittee on 'Education present the following report, 
condensed from] the papers, referred to them for consideration, 
of the progress of the several institutions of learning under the 
patronage of the Conference during the current year, and* of 
their present condition;

. .. WoFyoRp College. 

The ninth scholastic year cpm.menced in Wofford College on 
the 1st day of October last. Twenty-seven students have been 
in attendance during the session,^^ viz ; nineteen Freshmen, five 
Sophomores, and three Juniors. This number, though in itself 
small, is yet greater than was expected, as the preceding session, 
beginning in January, numbered only eighteen students. Of 
these ei^teen,- ten entered the military* service early in the 
session, leaving but two' classes in college; viz : Freshman and 
Sophomore, in consequen.ce‘ of w.hich the usual Commencement 
-exercises were omitt^. ]N^o reasonable hope can *be indulged 
of any considerable increase of patronage until the present war 
shall close. The deportment of the students during the entire 
. year has been such as to sustain well the former high character 
of the College in relation to morals and religion, and to recom* 
mend it with increased confidence to the public for the educa- 
tion of the young. 

The connection of the College with the progress of the war 
during the year, though of melancholy interest, will yet form a 
bright page in the annals of the Confederacy which shall be 
impartially written, and should her career now suddenly termi- 
nate, she might well feel that in the consistent piety, the ardent 
patriotism, and Spartan valor of her sons, she had left to the 
Church and to the country far more than an equivalent for all 
that has been expended in her endowment. The voices of 
nearly one fourth of all who have gone forth from her halls into 
military service, fallen in the defonce of our Southern homes 
and altars, appeal with earnest and persuasive eloquence from 
honored graves in every principal battle-field of the Confed- 
• eracy to the hearts of the guardians of their Alma Mater to 

provide liberally for her continued well-being and permanent 
' prosperity. It is due to the bright constellation of virtue that 
crowned* the life and death of the noble young men that their 
names should be particularly mentioned and preserved in the 
public records of the College. They are as follows, viz; Wil- 
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liam Maxwell Martin, James A,lexaoder Moor®, Richt^fd Ragin 
King, EH Hoyle Miller, Theodotus LeGrand Capers, Epaminon- 
das Washington Davis, Thomas Elijah Da wWns, Tboaoras Carey 
Duncan; James Jerman Palmer, Felder David Houser, Abraham 
Samuel Summers, James Emory Williams, Horace Asbury Me-

Smith. These honored names are enshrined in the heart of 
their Alma Mater, and their bright examples vpill urge onward 
successive generations of students in the noble cause of -patriot- 
ism, virtue, and religion. 

The present crisis in our ecclesiastical and civil affairs de- 
mands on our part, as Christians and as patriots, increased 
attention to the welfare of the College and the general subject 
of education. Our country is not to be saved by any mere 
change of government, however auspicious, unless intelligeoco 
go in advance and prepare the way. Civil government is an 
effect TB.thQv than a cause, an exponent of what the people are 
rather than a power effective to make them what they should 
he. Many must run to and fro, and knowledge must be in- 
creased. The people must be touched and magnetized with th^ 
true spirit of liberty. Above all, the regenerating power of the 
gospel must be put forth, and the leaves of the tree for the 
healing of the nations must be scattered broadcast among our 
people. As well might a palace rest suspended in the air, or 
the Andes on the bosom of the Atlantic, as civil government be 
sustained without religion. The seed of intoUigence and piety 
therefore must be planted in the minds of our people, and eape- 
cially, of our youth. A growing interest on the part of the 
Conference and of the public in the success of the College is 
earnestly invoked, and it is humbly yet confidently suggested 
that the benefactions of the Church can at present flow in- 
no channel promising richer results than in enlarging and 
strengthening its resources for future usefulness. 

The next Session will begin on Tuesday, the 6th day of Jan- 
uary, 1863.

COLUMBIA FEMALE COLLEGE. 



Exposed to all the financial evils of war, aggravated by a 
spirit of extortion generally prevalent, it is not surprising, in 
the judgment of the Trustees, that this College should have had 
its share of losses and difficulties. With its resources contracted 
by reason of decreased patronage, and the patronage in many 
cases a tax through either the negligence or indifference of its 
debtors, the question might well be entertained whether the 
College should not have been closed during the continuance of 
the war. The prevailing opinion, however, among those to 
whom its interests were entrusted was adverse to any step that 
might compromise its dignity or detract from its high character 
as ope of the permanent, established institutions of the country, 
and it was. accordingly resolved that no effort on their part 
should be spared to enable it still to dispense its blessings, not- 
y withstanding the gloom and darkness of the times. To accom- 

plish this it became necessary that they should assume a direct 
responsibility in its behalf, and raise the necessary funds. This 
they did, which will account for the increased indebtedness of 
the College of $3,200, as appeared by the last exhibit of the 
Treasurer. 

In June last, in consequence of the resignation of the Kev. v 
Wm. Martin, the Trustees called to the Presidency the Rev. H. 

M. Mood. During the short period of his administration every- 
thing has worked most harmoniously, and gives promise in 
which is great confidence of a bright and prosperous career 
Ably sustained as he is by Professor Wannamaker and the 
entire corps of teachers, the College must and will attain a dis- 
tinction second to none in our country. 

The number of pupils now in attendance is 102, of whom 58 
are boardejs. Several have already given notice of their in- 
tention to enter in the early part of the next year. The indebt- 
edness of the College may be set down at $18,000, and its assets 
at $10,000. It is to be hoped that this will remain so no longer, 
but that all feeling and manifesting an interest commensurate 
with that which we have at stake will urge upon the people 
the speedy liquidation of this indebtedness. Has education no 
munificent, no liberal friends in South Carolina ? “Let us see.

This institution has had ah average patronage, during the 
pa^ year, of about thirty pupils, who, with few exceptions, 
have manifested a satisfactory proficiency in their studies, 
especially when the adverse influences which the present war 
has unavoidably exerted upon the minds of all classes is taken 
into consideration. Of the six students elected by the Confer- 
ence at its last session to receive the benefit of the Holloway 
Fund, five have been in attendance and have proved theiur 
selves worthy of the favor thus conferred upon them. Whilje » 
it would be exceedingly gratifying to have them all re-enter 
the school next year if circumstances would permit, yet, on 
account of the high price of board, it is thought that the 
number of beneficiaries will have to be, reduced. 

It is difficult to say what will be the prospects of the school 
for another year. The exercises of the institution, however, 
will be continued, in hope that more favorable circumstances 
will still make it profitable and remumerative.

SPARTANBURG EEMALE COLLEGE. 

From a review of the operations of the College during 4he 
past year, the Trustees are gratified in being able to report 
that the interest heretofore felt^ in this institution by an en- 
lightened and discerning public has suffered no diminution. 
This is manifest in the patronage it continues to receive daring 
the present deranged condition of affairs in the country. The 
numoer of pupils in attendance proves that the superior advan- 
tages here offered to those who are desirous of acquiring a 
thorough education are understood and appreciated by the 
public. Located in one of our most pleasant villages, easily 
accessible, and remote from the theatre of war, it presents 
special inducements to those who may be seeking a temporary 
home for their families. Connected with these exterior advan- 
tages is the ample provision made for the careful training of 
the mind; and, above all, the signal fhvor with which God pas 
again blessed the institution in sending a Season of refreshing 
from His presence. Many of the pupils have been converted 
and are adorning their profession by a well-ordered walk and 
godly conversation. 

The income of the institution has been for several years 
past and still is equal to all its expenditures. The College is in 
want of room to conduct its operations with the largest success. 
Some two years ago seven or eight thousand dollars were Sub- 
seribed to r^liiCe the buildings lost by fire. The central build- 
ing of the'gwop is still unfinished; and, mainly, for the want 
of an agefet to collect the amount so generously subscribed.

JOINT BOlBD OP FINANCE. 

FINANCIAL PLAN. 

1. It shall be the duty of the Board, after ascertaining the 
whole amount of claims against them, annually to apportion 
the same to the several circuits and stations in the Conference 
district, and each pre^her having charge of a circuit or sta- 
tion shall furnish his successor with the amount apportioned 
to his charge. 

2. Each preacher shall make all necessary elforts to collect 
the money apportioned to his charge by the Board. 

3. The preacher in charge of each circuit shall (at the close 
of the Conference year) fix the first appointment for his suc- 
cessor at the church nearest the parsonage, or place of board- 
ing; and shall allow him, thereafter, at least one week, to 
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arrange for the year, daring which time (the day to be fixed 
the preceding year by the preacher and stewards) the stewards 
shall hold the first meeting at the parsonage or place of board- 
ing, at which it shall be the duty of each steward to attend. 

4. Each Board of Stewards, respectively, shall ascertain the 
whole claim against the circuit for the current year, both for 
quarterage and travelling etpenses, as definitely as possible; 
and they shall then make an estimate of the famiiy expenses 
of the preacher or preachers of the circuit, including servants’ 
hire and house rent (if a house is to be rented), and the entire 
claim against the circuit for the current year shall be appor- 
tioned to the several congregations composing the circuit, 
forthwith; each congregation to be notified immediately of the 
amount it is expected to collect. 

5. The stewards shall divide the congregations composing tha 
circuit among themselves, and shall make all necessary efforts- 
to collect the amounts apportioned to them. 

6. It shall be the duty of the stewards to open subseriptwn 
books in each congregation, to meet the current claim; andr 
they shall also cause public collections to be taken up, if they 
deem it necessary, for the same purpose. 

7. The stewards shall settle with thp preachers quarterly^ 
and to this end the subscriptions shall be taken in quaEterly. 
instalments. 

8. The Conference collections for, the support of our supe*^- 
annuated preachers, widows, and orphans of preachers, and to- 
meet the claims of preachers deficient in quarteragOj shall be 
taken up in each congregation as early in the year as practi^ 
cable. 

9. The Board of District Stewards shall be a Standing Board 
for four years; 'provided, nevertheless, that should any vacancy 
occur in the Board, such vacancy shall be supplied by the Quar- 
terly Conference ;. and each district steward shall be charged 
with collecting the amount apportioned for the Presiding Elder 
to the circuit or station where he resides. 

10. The Board of District Stewards shall be charged with the 
work of supplying the district parsonage with suitable furniture, 
and shall be authorized to take up collections for this object in 
their respective ckarges. 

11. Each member of the Joint Board, and more especially the 
chairman thereof, shall feel it his duty to be active in endeavor- 
ing to improve the financial condition of the Church, by corres- 
pondence with the stewards of the several charges, by public 
addresses to the Church at suitable times, or in any other way 
he may deem best. 

12. The Circuit Stewards shall make arrangements early in 
the year, if they deem it necessary, to receive from the congre- 
gations assigned to them such provisions as they may be able 
to give for the support of the preacher’s family, which shall be 
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delivered at the parsonage at market prices, and shall be placed 
to the credit of the church sending it as family expenses. 

13. The Board of Stewards, on their respective charges, are 
requested to co-operate with the ministers laboring among them 
in securing the amount the charge has been requested to col- 
lect as Conference collection b}'’ private applications to our 
wealthier members, and, if necese/ary, by public collections in 
ctheir respective congregations. 

14. The respective Boards of Stewards shall have authority 
to retain any surplus Conference collections, to meet the deh- 
..ciencies, if any, in the current expenses in the charge where it 
is collected'. 

15. The missionaries are requested to solicit donations for the 
‘benefit of the superannuated preachers, widows, and orphans of 
preachers, together with deficient effective preachers of the 
Conference, from the white membership of the church under 
their care. 

16. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a Standing Com- 
mittee to ascertain the names of claimants, and the amount of 
.claim each has upon the funds managed by the Board, which 
information shall be placed in the hands of some member of 
.the Board, during the first or second day of the session of the 
•Conference, annually. 

17. Whenever an effective claimant receives on his work an 
amount equal to his quarterage, he shall have no claim on the 
funds of this Board. 

18. We recomintnd all our circuits and stations to publish, 
from year to year, in one or more of the papers published in 
•the district or county, the names of the stewards ot each circuit 
and station for the current year.

3. Two rare and valuable books on Methodism, presented by 
S. J. Wagner, Esq., of Charleston, through the Eev. J. T. 
Wightman. 

On motion, the Corresponding Secretary was directed to 
return the thanks of the Society to the generous donors. 

The Eev. J. T. Wightman was appointed Historical Lecturer 
for the next annual meeting.
